PUBLIC LIBRARY RESPONSIBILITIES. 


The late Benjamin Harrison once said that $1 raised by the 
people of a school district for public schools was worth more 
than $10 contributed by the federal government. His idea 
was that the raising of $1 by the people stimulated interest in 
the schools and gave the people a sense of ownership and re- 
eponsibility. Mr. Carnegie takes account of this idea in his 
library gifts. He always requires from the recipients a sub- 
stantial contribution to his libraries. He requires from St. 
Louis a central site, 10 sites for branches and an income of not 
leas than $150,000 a year. 

These conditions put the liberality and public spirit of St. 
Louis to the test. The offer has already brought out generous 
responses to the appeal for an unencumbered central site, but 
the branch sites ere yet to be located and secured and the in- 
come assured. 

The Post-Dispatch does not doubt that the people of St. 
Louis will rise to the test of public spirit. It is a noble oppor- 
tunity to give the city the richest possible educational en- 
dowment. The offers should be met in the most generous 
epirit. The sites should be ample and wisely placed. The 
central and branch buildings should be models of beauty and 
convenience—standards of beautiful architectural art that will 
be in themselves educational and inspiring.

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BECOMING A SHOEMAKER. 


Wendell Endicott, son of a millionaire shoe manufacturer at 
Boston, is learning shoemaking in one of his father’s fac- 
tories. 

A few years ago this young man would have been supplied 
with a “kit’’ of tools if he wished to learn shoemaking, and 
with a few bits of waste leather would have been shown how 
to wax a thread, use an awl, drive pegs and turn out a shoe, 
by a very slow process, but complete from his individual ef- 
forts. 

Now he must familiarize himself with many complicated 
machines. He must learn to use and understand the beater, 
binder, eyeleter, heeler, laster, pegger, stitcher, trimmer, filler, 
cutter or dresser and other swift-moving mechanisms. And 
from time to time he will be called upon to study and learn 
the use of new machines and discard those he has mastered 
which may have been rendered obsolete by new inventions. 

This example from life represents modern conditions in 
nearly all fields of industry. When young Endicott becomes 
e full-fledged shoemaker, he may be one of a bare half-dozen 
in the entire factory who fully understand shoemaking. There 
may be severai hundred workers, each of whom is but the 
tenth or twentieth part of a shoemaker and gets no farther. 

The man who wishes to get to the front rank in modern in- 
dustry should try to learn the complete round of his chosen 
vocation. It is a great task, but the shining examples of 
those who have succeeded show that it is well worth the effort.

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ALCOHOLISM IN THE UNITED STATES. 


The Austrian government has called an International Con- 
Bress on Alcoholism to meet in Vienna April 9-14. 

The governments of Europe are said to be much concerned 
over the increasing use and abuse of alcoholic liquors. But 
in the United States a different tale is heard. 

The consumption of distilled spirits in the United States in 
1899 was one and a quarter gallons a year per head of popu- 
laton. The ratio of consumption seems to be stationary and 
has been since 1880. 

Of wines the same may be said. The consumption of malt 
fiquors, ale and beer is double that in 1882, but since 1893 has 
been stationary. The consumption per head is 16 gallons. 

Relatively to population the consumption of alcohol in the 
United States is but little greater than in 1880 and is no greater 
than in 1890. The tendency is rather to decline. 

This is exactly what was to be expected. As the understand- 
ing of the art of life becomes more widespread the abuse of 
alcohol must decline. Temperance is the essence of sanity and 
Americans are certainly not losing sanity, however much they 
may enjoy the temperate use of liquors.

Louis people have the greatest interest, The city should offer 
the largest opportunity and the greatest possible aid in mak- 
ing the World's Fair a success.

But the use of park space should, if possible, be made to 
serve the interests of the city.

and for the acquisition by the city of any ground outside of 
parks wsed by the World's Fair to be devoted to park pur- 
poses. 

If the World's Fair requires the use of a park or part of a 
park as a site and additional land outside of the park the 
city should be enabled to acquire the addition either in con- 
sideration of the use of park space free, or upon reasonable 
terms. The city should be in position to acquire the site of 
the World's Fair, regardless of its location, for park purposes. 
We cannot have too much park space and there would be 
manifest advantage in turning the World’s Fair site into a 
park. Perhaps it would be better to have the World's Fair 
located wholly outside of all park space under an arrangement 
mutually advantageous to the World's Fair and the city. The 
terms are matters to be determined by the World's Fair man- 
agers and representatives of the city.

NEW YORK, March 16.—The great Unit- 
ed States Steel Corporation recently formed 
by J. P. Morgan is in desperate straits. 

It has not secured the necessary two- 
thirds of the capital stock of the subsidiary 
companies to carry out successfully its 
Plan of organization. 

Its lawyers are making attempts to se- 


cure amendments to the corporation laws| 
of New Jersey in order to enable it to | 


achieve a legal existence. For this purpose 
Senator McCarter has introduced a bill fn 
the legislature. 

Authorities on corporation law declare 
: that Senator MoCarter's bill will wipe out 
every safeguard for the protection of mf- 
nority stockholders. The provision that 
two-thirds of the capital stock of any cor- 
poration must consent to any radical 
change in the by-laws is completely wiped 
_ out. 

Under the proposed amendments a mergér 
of corporations can be made upon the con- 
sent of two-thirds of the stockholders who 
attend at any duly called meeting of stock- 
holders, even though the stockholders at-

This rule will apply in politics as in all 


' other interests. The question of how a cam- 


paign should be controlled naturally de- 
pends upon: 

(1) Local conditions. 

(2) Whether you are representing a mi- 
nority or a majority party. 

(3) Whether you have an organization or 
have to build up one. , 

(4) Whethér you are recognized by the 
party workers as a competent leader or 
you find it necessary to establish yourself 
as one. 

(6) Naturally enough, the kind of man 
you attempt to defeat or the nature of the 
issue involved. 

There are certain general propositions 
that naturally occur to even a man of my 
limited experience that, although stated at 
random, may, taken as a whole, give some 
idea of the conduct of a campaign. 

in the first place, it must be understood 
that a political contest must be properly 
organized and officered, the same as an 
army of soldiers. The authority of the of- 
ficers is never very cleurly defined, is al- 
ways <Alisputed, but nevertheless exists. 
Every great business corporation has its 
head, every great enterprise, whether pub- 
lic or private in its nature, has some dil- 
recting force. The same is true of a politi- 
cal campaign. 

A proper organizaticn in 8t. Louls finds 
its base in one man from each precinct, 
833 in mumber. This number gradually 
contracts from the base to the top like a 
pyramid. The first contraction after leav- 
ing the precinct committeeman is to the 
ward committeemen, 2 in number, one 
from each ward. This number is again con- 
tracted to a committee of five, being elther 
@ campaign or an executive committee, 
which is again contracted to a quorum 
of that committee or three men. 

It will usually be found that throug 
processes too intricate to describe the 
sinalier number will be controlled by one 
of three motives; first, that of friendship 
for the candidate; second, a patriotic mo- 
tive, and third, a selfish object. Ali three 
of these motives will have effect. Which 
one predominates will depend upon the 
men in whom this power ultimately rests. 
In all probability the effect of all three will 
be felt. 

The first consideration will be the local 
condition—that is, is the party you repre- 
sent in power or do you seek to displace 
the party in power? If the opposing party 
is in power, and the campaign is upon 
local issues, what has been the conduct 
office of your _opponents?

city’s affairs been wisely or badly admin- 
istered? If the administration has been 
notoriously bad and corrupt, the work of 
the campaign manager is half performed by 
his opponents. If, on the other hand, there 
is nothing to complain of in the manage- 
ment of the offices sought to be secured, 
the battle is°*much harder and requires a 
campaign on strictly party lines, also with 
a view to bringing to its support dissatis- 
fied elements of the opposition, which al- 
ways exist in A&A majority party. Even 
though the administration of your oppo- 
nents may have been of the most com- 
mendabie sort, any one of 100 local is- 
sues might arise. For instance, one party 
might advocate municipal ownership or 
the building of boulevards or of new water 
works, and any one of these things might 
be made an issue upon which the election 
would be determined. 

campaign the issues are 
made by the party in national convention 
and you must governed acccordingly. 
So many different interests affect the local 
conditions that it is impossible even to in- 
dicate what they might be, but after de- 
termining what they are the management 
of the campaign would be affected by the 
second consideration of whether you repre- 
sented a majority or a minority party, it 
being much easier to control the organiza- 
tion of the minority party that that of the 
party in power. 

The chance of success is not so great, the 
number of aspirants for office are fewer 
and as a rule you will have fewer selfish 
interests to contend with. The work of or- 
Eanization is therefore naturally less, but 
the contest with your opponents is rela- 
tively greater according to their numerical 
superiority. 

The third consideration is whether your 
forces are organized or not. If organized, 
the opening of the campaign simply puts 
your forces to work. If unorganized, then 
the hardest work is to be done. Internal 
differences must be settled, the rivalries of 
petty bosses adjusted, compromises effected 
all along the line within your ranks where 
and some semblance of discipline 
This is no easy task.

ask how would I “run’’ a mu- 
campaign if I were the 

recognized leader of a party? I 
should insist, first of all, on a clean ticket 
and a clear statement of the issues involved 
in the election; no string of platitudes, 
but an honest setting forth, in words that 


all could understand, of what we were con- 
tending for. This to be sent in print to 
every voter, and made the basis of all pub- 
lic discussion. 

Next, I should seek the very best possible 
organization of my party. Each precinct 
should have its captain, reporting to me 
and under the control of the central com- 
mitteeman of the ward; the central com- 
mitteeman, in turn, subject to my control. 
Thus I would Know thé opinion of every 
voter on the political issues, and be ready 
to offer him such instruction and help as 
he might need. Such organization could 
easily make a reliable canvass of the whole 
city, enlarge and purify the registration 
lists of voters. The most perfect organiza- 
tion, other things being equal, would de- 
termine which party should triumph at 
the polls. 

My aim would be to secure the expres- 
sion of the free will of the majority, be- 
lieving that if my party represents the 
better sentiment of the community, the 
majority of citizens, thoroughly informed, 
will declare for it. The sovereignty re- 
sides In the people, and its expression is 
the ballot, which must not be corrupted. 
Every man legally entitled to vote must 
have the full value of his ballot guaran- 
teed. His vote must be received, honestly 
counted and declared, and its influence 
upon the general result not ipmaired by 
fraud. 

The, sacredness of the ballot then would 
be the very first point to be conserved. 
This I should seek to effect, first, by se- 
curing an honest registration. Every legal 
means I would exhaust fn this effort. Then, 
by challengers, watchers and professional 
detectives I would follow up every person 
suspected of illegal registration and put 
him behind the bars. If he were bailed 
out I would dog him till the election, and 
should he then attempt to vote, rearrest 
him. This seems a superhuman task, but 
it is possible through organization. 

Secondly, I should insist upon the selec- 
tion of judges and clerks of election who 
are true members of my party, men diffi- 
cult to cajole or bribe into stuffing ballot 
boxes or returning fraudulent votes. Were 
the board of election commissioners to 
refuse to make such appointments I would 
pursue them with the best legal tal- 
ent, expose their frauds and bring upon 


them the force of outraged public o opinion.

Thirdiy, I would insure the protection of 
the voter at the polis by the po‘ice and by 
watchers. Were the police governed by a 
partisan board of police commissioners, and 
so in sympathy with the effort to cast 
fraudulent votes, I would protect the citi- 
zen by means which I shall mention fur- 
ther on. 

During the canvass I would make every 
political assemblage a lodge of instruction 
for voters in the fundamental principles 
of free government, thus arousing and 
stimu'ating the sense of authority possessed 
by the citizen, until there was a general 
popular realization that to steal an election 
is the grossest possible insult done to 
American citizenship; an outrage that jus- 
tifies the use of the most radical measures 
to repel. 

This awakened public opinion I would or- 
ganize in the most effective practical man- 
ner for work at the polls. Bodies of citizens 
in each precinct, volunteering from patri- 
otic motives, should be organized and in- 
structed to stand within their constitu- 
tional rights in the vicinity of the booths 
on election day, to protect voters in their 
rights, to come to the assistance of judges 
or clerks threatened with violence, and to 
warn from the polls such persons as are 
known to be fraudulent voters. ‘“Indians’’ 
and other criminals against the ballot 
would be warned by public posters through- 
out the city that fraud will not be toler- 
ated. If the police attempt to aid these ene- 
mies of the ballot they would be marked 
and prosecuted. 

The captain of each precinct squad, a dis- 
creet man, would be furnished in advance 
with a list of those who are suspected of 
designs upon the purity of the election and 
would be on the watch for them. 

The successful execution of these details 
would require a large expenditure of moi- 
ey; but, as it would be used not to bribe 
voters or to corrupt judges, but to secure 
an honest, impartial election, it could easily 
be raised from patriotic citizens. 

One such election would do more for mu- 
nicipal reform and the elevation of civic 
political standards than all the books ever 
written or speeches made.

In organizing, the easiest men to handle 
are those who may be termed workingmen, 
Men of means, no matter whether they 
know anything about politics or not, think 
they do and each one wants to do as he 
pleases, so it is hard to organize them.

Money must be raised for conducting @ 
campaign. It doesn’t take much. In St. 
Louis, about $5000. There have been in- 
stances here where candidates have been 
shook down for $35,000 or $40,000. But they 
were defeated. You can use only a certain 
amount of money to advantage. This goes 
for real work. The men who can be bought 
outright come cheap. Those who can’t be 
bought*can’t be bought for any price. You 
must have money enough to pay workers. 
By this I mean men who spend their own 
money, but haven't much to spend. Many 
of these are men who work on a salary. 
Their employers are willing they should 
lay off for a week or two, but they lose 
their time. They must be pald whatever 
this salary amounts to and given a little 
money to spend where it will do the most 
good. This is the kind of work that counts. 

The routine work'of holding meetings and 
the itke is done by the ward and precinct 
committees. After. the numbeg has been 
decided upon, that part of the work don't 
amount to much. The work that counts 
is the quiet work of hunting up voters who 
have moved, getting them registered and 
seeing that every man that’s entitled to 
vote goes to the polls. Votes count. 

Thirty days ts long enough for any mu- 
nicipal campaign.. man who can't get 
the voters to know him in that length of 
time never will. The trouble with some 
candidates is that the people know them too 
well. 

But vour organizations must be perfected 
long before the campaign. In the last cam- 
paign, | had my lborganizations complete 
pretty nearly’a yepr before the election. 
In fact, since I have been in politics I don't 
think I've ever been without an organt- 
zation. I don't need one so much since the 
Jefferson Club has reorganized the party, 
but I have one just the same. Why, some- 
times I have tweny-five or thirty of the 
boys up at my house of an evening to talk 
over the situation, so I know what's going 
on all the time.

The founder was George S. Park, one of 
the ploneer settlers of the Platte purchase.

In June, 1850, he laid out a tract of land 
which he called a college site, though at 
that time there was not the silghtest hope 
of founding such an institution as he had 
in mind—a college which would gain for the 
Protestant religion a firm foothold in what 
was then a thinly settled district. 

This land was never used for any other 
purpose. It became known as “the college 
sito,”’ and was called that for many years. 
The anti-slavery agitation came up in 
Kansas, and Mr.Park, who championed the 
right of the state to decide the question for 
herself, was driven from Kansas. His 
property was wrecked and a printing press 
which he owned was thrown into the river. 

Hie returned a few years later, but the 
Civil war came on and further Interfered 
with his plans.

Blind This Young Woman 


Has Been Marvelously Developed.

H® story of Linnie Haguewood, deaf, 


dumb and blind, is quite as pathetic 
and quite as interesting as that of 

Helen Kellar and Laura Bridgeman, the 
two most noted cases of the kind in the 
country. The sad predicament of this young 
woman has aroused the sympathy of the 
entire State of Towa, and the state legisia- 
ture appropriated the fund by means of 
which she reecived her education. 

She is now studying at the South Dakota 
College for the Blind under M'!ss McDonald, 
who has been her special] teacher for five 
years. 

The custodian of the fund for her benefit 
fs Bernard Murphy, state printer and ed- 
itor of the Vinton Eagle of Vinton, Io. His 
annual report to the State Board of Control, 
just completed, is supplemented with a re- 
prt of the work done by this remarkable 
but afflicted girl. 

Linnie Haguewood was born at Ida Grove, 
Io., Oct. 12, 1879. For 18 months her life was 
that of a normal child, with nothing to in- 
dicate the dark shadow that was to turn 
the channel! of her life apart from that of 
ether humans. The first misfortune was 
ecaflét fever, followed in quick succession 
by measles, whooping cough and the final 
blow—meningitis. The little frame was in 
Mo condition to resist such an attack. For 


Gays the mother watched the feeble flame, 
expecting to see it extinguished any mo- 
ment, but—the child lived. 

She lived. Rut can it be life to live in 
wtter darkness, in boundless silence? Can it 
be iife to be deprived of all that spon- 
tancity of motion and speech so essential 
to the development of child nature? If 
such is life, the child lived. 

In a picture taken at the age of 6, Lin- 
nie was a sweet-faced, winsome child. The 
expression is natural, the whole appear- 
@nce normal. But take all the sunshine 
away, and with it the song of the bird, the 
blossoms that grow for chubby fingers, 
mother’s smile, father’s word of approval 
and the constant watchfulness necessary to 
keep the little feet tn the right path. In- 
stitute instead an objective world and 
place In it an untutored mind, with no pos- 
sible means of securing mental growth, ex- 
cept through untrained baby fingers. 

At last help came in the form of the man- 
ual alphabet. The fingers were taught to 
fashion letters representing objects. It re- 
quired three weeks of daily repetition to im- 
press upon her mind the fact that three 
movements of the finger represented the cb- 
ject, cup. When this fact became fixed Lin- 
nie began the task of learning the names of 
all familiar objects, Here, again, she was 
alone. The family cares of her mother had 
increased until there was little time to give 
Linnie. The great evil, mental torpor, had 
so taken possession of the child that she 
was now content to simply exist for long 
periods, with only an occasional awakening 
to the active effort in the prosecution of 
this new pastime. 

The parents, for the first time, secinge the 
possibility of greater development, were 
persuaded to allow Linnie to enter the Iowa, 
Callege for the Blind at Vinton, where Miss 
McDonald was a teacher in the primary de- | 
partment. | 

At that time the child was 14 years of age, | 
not prepossessing in appearance, yet 
not repulsive. She has unduly developed in | 
a physical way, exceedingly awkward in 
movements, unsteady in gait and unable | 
to walk without a supporting arm. Her com- 
plexion was of a chalky whiteness and dark 
rings beneath her eyes gave her an almost | 
ghastiy appearance. In repose her fea- | 
tures had the blank expression of an unfin-f 
ished model. The head, though well shaped | 
and indicating brain power, was carried in 
@ tilted way. 

The two redeeeming features to the casual 
observer were the girl’s mouth and hands. 
About the mouth flitted a smile of marvel- 
ous sweetness, a smile that illuminated the 
otherwise plain features with a beautiful 
intelligence. and was in itself sufficient re- 
ward for any effort required to produce it. 

IAnnie’s hands are her all, and to them 
have been given a most appealing beauty. 
Slender, tapering fingers, unsolled by con- 
tact with the rougher elements of life, are 
‘objects of admiration, but when endowed 
with intelligence, a clinging, speaking soul, 
they are irresistible. Such were Linnie’s 
hands; their pleadings could not be resisted, 
and they won their way to every heart. Ex- 
quisite hands and a beautiful smile were 
Linnie’s credentials, and in trusting confi- 
@ence she expected humanity to accept 
with them 14 years of undisciplined life, ab- 
solute ignorance and indomitable will, pas- 
sions uncontrolled, infantile helplessness 
and all the faults and weaknesses of such 
@ condition.

a minor consideration to the child who had 
learned to consider it the object of life. 
A locked door was sufficient material for an 
argument of hours’ duration, and only the 
hand of the teacher could persuade her to 
move one step from the closed door. A lost 
ribbon was quite enough to bring about a 
frenzy of passion, and so delicate was her 
sense of touch that no suhstitute could be 
offered for the missing article. 

Let no one imagine these difficultles were 
easily overcome. It required the united 
effort of the teacher's nature and a never- 
yielding determination. 

Linnie quickly acquired a vocabulary and 
easily lcarned to express her ideas by 
means of the manual alphabet. Her me 
chanical turn of mind aided her in the mas 
tery of the point system of reading anc 
script writing, and she was soon recording 
her thoughts in written language. With 
the beginning of the second year she en- 
tered the regular class and her work has 
since progressed with little {nterruption. 

by a special act of the Iowa Legislature 
a sufficient sum was appropriated. to 
carry on her education. 

Linnie’s natural inclinations and the long 
years of isolation led her to find her great- 
est pleasure in solitude and to denend 
wholly upon personal investigation as a 
means of gaining information. To over- 
come this she spent two years in the South 
Dakota School for the. Deaf, where she 
mingled freely with those who are skilled 
in the use of the manual alphabet. The 
benefit derived from this contact with in- 
telligent minds was noticeable tn her writ- 
ten work, while it fired her with ambitior 
to “‘go every place and see everything.” 

Fortunately, this desire was partially 
fulfilled.

Her life is the uneventful I'fe of any 

schoolgirl. All the avenues of gaining in- 
formation have been opened to her. She 
reads all the different systems of print for 
the blind, writes with a pencil and operates 
a typewriter. She uses her voice freely in 
conversation and is able by placing her 
fingers on her teacher's lips to read spoken 
words. Her voice is not natural, yet those 
with whom she is associated understand 
her readily. 
'Linnie’s course of stuty at present is: 
Reading, spelling, typewriting, English 
composition, language, geography, United 
States history and mathematics. All these 
studies are not printed in the same sys- 
tem of raised characters, and it is necessary 
for Linnie to read three or four systems 
in one day. It is a revelation to the aver- 
age experienced reader of the various sys- 
tems for the blind to find her so proficient 
in this respect. She reads rapidly and with 
no hesitation when changing from one sys- 
tem to another. At present she is reading 
“Birds and Bees,"’ by John Burroughs. 

In spelling Linnie reads the words from 
the Braille print, then, after having had 
the meaning explained, uses it in sen- 
tences. A great responsibility rests upon 
the teacher in giving her the different 
shades of meaning. Depending wholly upon 
books, she often fails to grasp the implied 
meaning. 

A misspelled word is rarely found in her 
written work. She considers this one of her 
favorite studies, as it compels the use of 
her typewriter. Her written work is pre- 
pared on the typewriter. These lessons 
are models of neatness and accuracy. Lin- 
nie is slow in developing fluency in the use 
of English. Her style is clear, brief and 
direct, with none of the imaginative genius 
displayed by Helen K. Keller. She is rap- 
ldly acquiring the power of gaining knowl- 
edge from the printed page, though it is 
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true eye for symmetry, and must thorough- 
ly know the action and the reflex action of 
every muscle.

ARRY CONNER, 12 years old, reads, 
writes and draws upside down. He 
can use both hands with equal fa- 
cility, but by a remarkable freak of nature 
whatever he does with his left hand is done 
upside down, or wrong side to, as it were, 
for which there s¢ems no adequate reason. 

For example, he writes in a beautifully 
clear and legible style with his left hand, 
but he writes upside down. And the strang- 
est part of it all is that he doesn’t seem toe 
realize it. and reads his writing with per- 
fect ease as he writes it. But turn the 
writing right side up so that others can 
read it and then Harry cannot read ft him- 
self, and avers me it is upside down. 

In the same manner he draws with his 
left hand, but upside down. He draws with 
his right hand, too, but with that he draws 
right side up. If he begins writing or draw- 
ing with one hand and undertakes to finish 
with the other, the result is a mixture, for 
he will write one part in the very reverse 
to the other. 

In other respects the boy is normal. He 
is bright, healthy, strong and well, good- 
natured and active, without any of the 
signs usually ascribed to ‘“degenerates.’’ 
He is one of the best learners in his class, 
and one of the brightest children in the 
neighborhood where he. lives. 

Nothing was known of the boy’s abnor- 
mality until he went to school, and then 
not until they sought to teach him to write. 
He wrote instinctively with his left hand. 
He learned to form the characters perfect- 
ly, but, to everyone’s amazement, including 
that of his parents, he formed the char- 
acters upside down—writing from right to 
left of the paper instead of from left to 
right, ag is usual, and from the bottom 
toward the top of the paper when the char- 
acters covered more than a line. 

It was not without much trouble that 
Harry was taught to write at all with his 
right hand. In fact, at first it seemed im- 
possible for him to master the task. But 
he did accomplish it at length, and with 
much effort, and in doing so developed the 
other wonder of his singular gifts—he wrote 
right side up with that hand. 

It is a matter of common knowledge that 
scientists assume that the right side of the 
body is controlled by the left side of the 
brain, and in the opposite way the left 
side of the body is controlled by the right 
side of the brain. Yet this theory scarcely 
affords a glance into the curious anomaly 
here presented, for one side of the boy's 
body works normally while the other works 
precisely to the reverse of normal tn every- 
thing relating to the work of the hand. 

In other respects the boy's left side is 
quite normal. He walks as other boys do, 
runs, jumps, climbs, performs the usual 
simple acrobatic feats of boyhood, all call- 
ing for the co-ordination of the muscles of 
the whole body, and shows no particular 
difference in any respect to similar work 
by other children, 

There is the difficulty. It is clear that 
in writing and drawing with his left han@ 
his brain sees the work upside down. When 
he writes or draws with his right hand 
his brain sees the writing or drawing right 
side up. He reads either way with equal 
facility, but writes with ease with his left 
hand and with difficulty with his right. 

The case is unique, though others pre- 
senting somewhat similar features are not 
unknown. There| are children who lears 
the alphabet backward as easily as most 
learn it forward, but find it as hard te 
learn it forward as most would have done 
to learn it backward. In one school a pupil 
was found whose natural bent it was to 
spell all words backward. The greatest dif- 
ficulty was experienced in teaching him te 
spell in the usual fashion.

HE Sunday Post-Dispatch asks me to give my impressions 
of America and American social life after my long ab- 
sence from this country.Many changes of a radica] nature 
have taken place since I left here 22 years ago. Mentally, mor. 
ally and physically the attitude of American men and women 
seems to have undergone a complete metamorphosis. In many 
things I cannot fail to observe vast improvement; in others 
I am inclined to be partial] to the old regime. 

Contrast, for instance, the education and bringing up of an 
American girl 20 years ago with that of the American society 
girl of today. 

In the days when I used to attend Mrs. Macaulay’s school 
in Madison avenue educational standards were almost entirely 
different from what they are now. It seems to me that the 
studies were harder and more thorough. We were required to 
learn Latin and Greek and were given, substantially, a course 
which compared closely with that which university men had to 
follow. 

In those days society girls attended private schools. Now 
they are under charge governesses. It stands to reason that 
many teachers were better than one. Each branch had a sepa- 
rate teacher and the knowledge conveyed was of a broader 
character. 

Life was much less complex then than it ts now. 
seemed to be greater simplicity. 

It seems to me that life was then more in accord with real 
human nature than it is now. A society girl had very little 
money to spend, nor did she seem to desire a great deal. Her 
dress was simple, like her life. 

There was little straining at effect, and there was no at- 
tempt on the part of each girl to become prominent individu- 
ally. The life seemed better rounded—fuller—more completa 

I deplore that that system has been done away with. 

In certain particulars, however, the modern American girl 
seems to be greatly superior to her early prototype. For in- 
stance, in former times it was considered quite remarkable 
for a girl to indulge in outdoor sports. Women generally did 
not ride, hunt, play golf, swim and take other forms of exercise 
as they do now. 

Physically the modern American girl might almost be pro- 
nounced perfect. Her figure is more svelte than was that of 
the girl of twenty years back. This is due to the great amount 
of outdoor exercise which the modern girl takes. 

Again, in old times girls wore high-heeled shoes and seldom 
indulged in walking to any great extent. This enjoyment of 
outdoor sports is one of the things which has made the modern 
American girl so charming. 

There was little travel in the early days, owing to the fact 
that transportation facilities were so wretched. We had to sit 
in two-seated, vilely appointed conveyances which made travel 
something to be avoided wherever possible. 

Now all that is changed. It is for this reason that the 
modern American girl manages to see more of the world than 
did the girl of early days. 

The distinctive difference between the two types of women - 
is this: In olden times society girls were far more natural] than 
they are now; whereas the girl of today is physically better 
developed. There seems to be.more self-consciousness on the 
part of society women now than there was then, and much 
less simplicity. i 

Speaking of American society in general, I might say that 
it differs little from the society which one finds in England. 
In this country there is the absence of the court, which creates 
and dictates precedents, and which establishes the English 
social system. 

y In American society is governed by certain unwritten laws 
which, however, are as powerful in influencing social action as ieee a. 
are the rules of the court abroad. : . 

There is one thing with which a stranger coming to Amer 
ica cannot fai] to be impressed, namely—the opulence and lux- 
ury of the wealthy classes. The lavish way in which money is 
spent is truly wonderful. Entertainments are given on a scale 
which is almost beyond imagining. The appointment of the 
home of the wealthy American is magnificent. The question of 
saving expense seems never to be considered. 

One cannot fail to notice also the general air of prosperity 
which manifests itself on all sides. Every man and woman on 
the streets seems to take a great interest in his or her outward 
appearance and nearly every person one meets is well dressed. 
The better class of women dress perfectly, wearing their 
clothes with a chic which is characteristically American. 

Another thing which is a very prominent feature of this 
country js the great nervous energy and enterprise of the peo- 
ple. Everybody seems in a hurry. No one loiters by the way- 
side. On every countenance one sees determined purpose, en- 
ergy, alertness and intelligence. 

I think American men and women walk more rapidly than 
any other people on earth. Very little time is wasted. This is 
quite in contrast to life as it Is lived In London, where people 
seem to take things less seriously, or at least less hurriedly. 
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The perpetual din and noise in New York City strikes a stranger forcibly. The pavements are 
noisy and the traffic keeps up an unceasing din. I suppose, however, this noise is part and parcel of 
the energy and vigar of the people. ’ 

The brightest ray of sunshine In my visit here is the fact that al] my old and dear friends od 
true and loyal and | can never forget the affection and kindness I have met from the friends of my 
childhood, which has touched me beyond words. Only recently I had an example of the generous 
sympathy, of my compatriots, when we raised £40,000 ($200,000) through their generosity to equip the’ 
hospital ship Maing.

Mr. Hurter lives at 234 8S. Tenth 
etreet. He has given ten hours of the six 
working days of the week to mechanics tor 
more than forty years. His Sundays and 
leisure evening hours he has given to nat- 
ural history. He knows how to build a 
bridge, but not better than he knows how a 
spider builds his web. He knows every nut 
and bolt and tool in a big 
and what purpose each of them serves, but 
not better than he knows every bird and 
beast and snake and bug in the Mississippi 
Valley, and where and how they live. 

At the age of three score years Mr. Hur- 
ter turns from his practical work of bulid- 
ing bridges and buildings and engines and 
many other things in the mechanical world 
and determines to look in on the beetles of 
tulgaria and the salamanders of the Sou- 
dah. He will sail the last of this month, 
and will not return until late in the au- 
iumn, going first over Europe and then into 
Africa by way of Egypt. 

Mr. Hurter goes equipped with no theor- 
etical knowledge of the science in which he 
will work. He has been for many years one 
of the foremost authorities upon the natural 
history of Missouri. Natural historians of 
his state and country, and those of promi- 
nence in Europe, have known of him a 
long time, and many of these have corres- 
ponded with him. He is a field worker in 
natural history. He has spent whole days 
turning over logs around Creve Coeur Lake 
searching for lizards and multi-legged lit- 
tle cousins of the centipede. He has caught 
more beetles and bugs, more lizards and 
snakes than any other man in Missouri. 
lie has taken from their native waters 
specimens of all the turtles of Missouri. He 
has studied the habits of all the birds of 
Missouri. He knows what snakes are found 
n Missouri, which of these are poisonous 
and which harmless. He knows all the 
common and curious fishes and all the 
snails and shells. 

Mr. Hurter has been as much interested 
in spider bridges spanning highways as he 
has been in railroad bridges spanning 
chasms, and his interest in both has been 
practical and scientific. He has applied 
equal intelligence to the laws of phvsics 
and the reason a crawfish can back up fast- 
er than he can come ahead. And now in 
his goodly age he admits that, for the 
nonce at least, the beetle has triumphed 
over the bridge. 

Down at Mr. Hurter’s home there is a 
great collection of the specimens he has 
gathered. A portion of his house is given 
up to them. There are shelves of snakes, 
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salamanders, lizards, frogs, etc., bottled in 
alcoho! and carefully labeled. The whule 
collection has been personally made by the 
mechanic naturalist. He has penetrated 
into every part of Missouri for his speci- 
mens, and has found many others in other 
states. Now he extends his field to another 
hemisphere. |

OMEN, and only women, are em- 
W ployed in embroidering shoulder 
knots, cap devices, sleeve and belt 
Symbols for the officers of every depart- 
mental and military organization in the 
land. 

Expert men needle workers never 2&at- 
tempt it, for it requires a deftness and 
delicacy of.touch peculiarly feminine, al- 
though it bears no slightest likeness to 
the embroidery done on pliant fabrics. 

“We seek out good military embroider- 
ers; they don't have to hunt for us,"’ said 
a Washington outfitter. “See this number 
% on this shoulder knot? The offfcer is in 
the Fifth Artillery and is getting a new 
uniform. Not many workers could exe- 
cute gold embroidery as smoothly as this. 
It requires years of practice and under- 
Sianding to handle such material. 

“The experts make good tincomes and 
have things theif own way. They stay 
at home and take orders. We are giad to 
give them all the time and material they 
Wish to effect such results. Now, I'll show 
you what we call stock work. The eagies 
and emblems on some ordinary steamship 
companys uniforms. The lines are scrag- 
g'y and inferior compared with the expert's 
work. Yet a woman able to direct a work- 
room of girls doing this grade of insignia 
in our factory gets $30 a week. Military em- 
broidery is done with the finest of gilt or 
Silver tubing on heavy stuff much stiff- 
ened.

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There are two reasons why s0 little is 
known of the big alligator gar. One of 
these is that he is rare. The other is 
that he inhabits the deepest pools of the 
river and seldom comes within many feet 
of the surface. He lives upon other fishes 
which he catches down in the river's 
depths, and he doubtless has a great va- 
riety of fishes for food, for no other in- 
habitant of the Mississippi river and its 
tributaries is big enough to make any 
defense agninst the great pike. Not even 
flight offers escape to his prey when the 
chase is in open water, for the master 
of the Mississippi's depths is a lithe and 
graceful fellow who can swim at a rate 
of speed no other fresh water fish can 
attain. 

The alligator gar is a beautiful fish. He 
is built for speed and for grace. He can 
crulse along the river's bed with the 
speed of a fast steamboat and never half 
try, and he is an armored cruiser, too, 
Nature has provided him with a spear 
proof and bullet-proof armor. It is made of 
small plates as hard as copper, and cov- 
ers him entirely, leaving no vulnerable 
spot save his eves. Just why he should have 
been equipped in this warlike wise for an 
existence where none swim to dispute his 
rights is a mystery, but scientists who have 
studied him say he is a survivor of the 
later period of great mammals and fishes, 
somehow escaping destruction when all 
the other big creatures became extinct. 
They point to the fact that the great alli- 
gator gar ia only found in the Mississipp! 
river and its tributaries, tn one of the 
rivers of Cuba, In two lakes of Central 
America, and occasionally tn the Bramah- 
pootra river of India, and that he is found 
in fossil in every other part of the world. 

There are certain deep spots in the Miss- 
issippi river where several of these great 
Ashes have been caught. One of these is 
on the south side of the river opposite 
Alton, It., where the stream sweeps away 
from the Illinois bluffs and has cut a very

All of them have been caught upon heavy 
trot lines set for buffalo. Not any sort of 
a net used by fishermen will hold a big 
fish of this species, for he can struggle 
and tear the net to pieces. But he Is in 
danger when he takes one of the baits 
on a trot line, for his struggles only twine 
the heavy line around and around him, 
finally pinioning his strong fins to his sides 
and leaving him helpless as the tiniest 
fish in the stream. 

The biggest fish taken out of the Missis- 
aippl near Alton was seven feet long. He 
had struggled with a trot line until the 
line wrapped him from the tip of his nose 
to his tail, leaving him so hélpless, a single 
fisherman lifted him into thé boat. An- 
other of the fishes taken out of this same 
part of the river mé@asured 6 feet and 7 
inches and weighed 102 pounds. 


Tt may readily be seen by thé illustration 
that the big gars taken near Alton are 
big enough to drag a swimmer down and 
have jaws powerful enough to rend his 
limbs. But the people along the river 
have never known a swimmer t0 be dis- 
turbed by a gar. The fishermen say the 
big fellow is a rank coward, fleeing from 
the approach of either a man or a boat. 

Little is known as to the numbers of these 
fishes in the river. From the infrequency 
of their capture it is supposed they are 
very rare, but their habit of sticking to 
the deepest places and venturing seither to 
the eurface or the shallow water, where 
they might be seen, makes it possible that 
they may be quite numerous. They do 
not grow rapidly, and it && suppésed that 
the big fellows caught at Alton must be 
more than @ hundred years old. Since it 
has become known that turtles and fishes, 
even black baes, will live to great ages, 
it fs reasonable to suppose that the alligator 
gar may live even two hundred years 
His thiek armor is of such slow growth 
he could hardly grow mofe than «a 
very little each year, and to reach a length 
of seven fect he must needs have been an 
old resident in some déep pool of the great 
river.

M. SLAYTON of Manchester, N. 
H., has just placed with dealers in 
Kansas and Oklahoma an order 
Cor enough eggs to enable him to eat two 
eges for breakfast every morning for 40,000 
years. 

These eggs will cost Mr. Slayton about 
$200,000. They will fill 200 freight cars. Their 
production will keep 600,000 hens cackling 
for 60 days. 

Of course, Mr. Slayton does not want 
these eggs for his personal consumption. 
It is not known that he eats eggs at all, 
and it is certain he fe not going to live 
40,000 years to eat all the eggs he has or- 


dered,

Mr. Slayton has given his big order to 
the Oklahoma and Kansas Produce Dealers’ 
Association. It is the largest egg order 
ever given in the United States. It is more 
eces than the people of St. Louls eat in 
two months. 

Curiously enough, the Missouri hen has 
no part in the contract to supply Mr. Slay- 
ton with nearly 29,000,000 eggs. The Missouri 
hen can lay more eggs than any other hen 
on earth, but the city of St. Louls, for its 
own consumption and its shipments to New 
York, demands all the eggs this famous 
hen can lay. = 

Last year the commission houses of Bt. 
Louis received $20,682 cases of eggs, each 
case containing 30 dozen. Of this quantity 
472,424 cases were shipped out again to the 
eastern market, leaving the actual number 
of eggs remaining in St. Louis 148,258 cases, 
or 161,372,880 eges. When the eggs coming 
in from the suburbs are added to these the 
total number of eggs consumed in St. Louis 
last year was something like 189,0)),000, 

Mr. Slayton agrees to pay for his eggs 
10 cents per case off the New York market 
price at the time they are shipped. The 


shipments are to be made in train loads, 
and altogether 200 cars of eggs are to be 
sent from Kansas and Oklahoma to the 
Slayton cold storage plants at Manchester, 
N. H., and Quincy, Mass. 

It is expected that this agreement will 
make Mr. Slayton's 29,000,000 eggs cost him 
something near 12 cents a dozen, or about 
$300,000 for the lot. The shipments will be- 
gin at once, and will cease about the last of 
April. After that it wlll be unsafe to han- 
die great quantities of eggs shipped half 
across the United States for cold storage. 

The Siayton eges will be placed tn a tein- 
perature of about two degrees below freez- 
ing. 

Naturally the collection of so many eges 
for shipment ts going to keep a great many 
persons busy. But for that matter the egg 
industry in this country is a great Industry, 
especially through the central west, which 
supplies most of the eggs eaten inthe great 
American cities. Mr. Slayton’s is the iargest 
of many such orders placed with the egg 
dealers of the Mississippi Valley. Armour, 
Swift and others of the big cold storage 
concerns also arrange to purchase great 
quantities of eggs in the spring of the vear, 
when the hens do their heaviest laying and 
fresh eggs, only for the cold storage con- 
cerns, would glut the market. 


HOW CHICKENS ARE HATCHED 


N ege is the Paw material for a new 
organism put into a neat and handy 
parcel. The yolk furnishes sulphur 

and phosphorous for brain and nerves, lime 
for bone-bullding, as well as a remnant 
substance for nutrition. The white, pure 
albumen, is for flesh and muscle forming.

This germ lies hidden within a small 
whitish semi-translucent clot attached to 
one side of the yolk, just where it lies 
against the white.

perfectly balaneed in the middle 
white. Unless it remains thus 
the chances are decidedly against hatching. 
Brooding hens understand that. In fact, 
when filling the nest a hen turns over all 


the eggs in it before she quits it after lay- 


ing a new one. She knows instinctively, 
too, that in hot weather the sun will addle 
her eggs, so chooses a shady nest spot. But 
in winter a stolen nest is often made where 
the fullest sunshine streams into It. 

Brooding is throughout full of quaint sur- 
prises. Eggs will hatch if Kept at blood 
heat—98 degrees. But they hatch more cer- 
tainly, and turn out stronger chicks, if the 
temperature is a degree or so higher. Just 
how it is done nobody knows, but mother 
hens some way contrive to raise the normal 
heat of their bodies to the required pitch. 
Further, they strip the whole breast of 
feathers, so the eggs may have the benett 
of full heat. Twice a day they turn ovor 
every egg in the nest, cuddling them 
arately up underneath their 
ing little soft half fretful chuckling noises 
the while. 

With a few eggs hens sit prim, with trim. 
ly folded wings. With too many they 
sprawl all over the nest, wings loose enough 
to let light betwen every feather, and fre- 
quently turn themselves about reaching for 
uncovered eggs, and drawing them under- 
neath the breast. A hen of average size 
cannot profitably cover more than 15 eggs. 
In cold weather 13 is a better limit, al- 
though in midsummer the same hen might 
brood and hatch 2. 

Twenty-four hours of brooding makes 
hardly a perceptible change in an eg. 
Sometimes in warm weather there is the 
least reddish tinge beside the whitish clot. 
After 36 hours the clot shows a well-defined 
drop of very red blood. In two days mvre 
a ghastly eyeball is visible, further the 
blood drop has spread to ragged veins and 
arteries. A little later the veins ani ar- 
terles are well established. One main chan- 
nel runs straight out to the shell. Inside the 
shell there is a delicate membranous lin- 
ing. In this lining other veins develop from 
the point of contact with the big. They 
spread all over the membrane in fact, and 
through them the forming blood is oxy- 
genated. Eggshellis are full of n.inute 
pores, through which the embryo gets air. 

At the end of ten days the head is fairly 
well formed, though the trunk is still 
ragged. In two weeks the chick is recog- 
nizable as a chick, and if the shell envelop 
is broken will quiver all through and feebly 
move the head. It has, however, no ves- 
tiges of the fine downy coat it will wear a 
little later. The coat forms rapidly. 

The period of incubation for a chicken is 
21 days, and for two days before leaving 
the shell the young fow! is practically per- 
fect. Notwithstanding it would got live 
were the shell forcibly removed. It spends 
the last two days gathering vital force to 
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make its own way out into the world. It 
lies snug within the shell, the head bent 
upon the breast, in such a position as 
brings the beak full against the shell. The 
beak is armed with a tiny detachable plece 
of horn, flint-hard, and set upon the very 
tip of the upper mandible. At full hatching 
time the chick presses this triangle against 
the brittle shell and breaks a triangular 
hole in it possibly a quarter inch across. An 
hour later the chick, having turned itself 
slightly, presses the beak against a new 
spot, and makes a fresh break. AS more 
air comes in the little creature grows 
stronger. It writhes still more strongly in 
its prison, turning always from left to 
richt. In twe hours or ten {t breaks the 
shell in two, and slips out into the nest, a 
wet and weary sprawler. But the turning 
in the shell meant more than breaking vut. 
The motion twisted in two the parietal 
blood vessel, Connecting with the veins in 
the lining membrane. If it had not been 
thus gradually severed the young chick 
would have been In danger of death. 

Old eggs, with shrunken whites, have this 
lining membrane so thick and leathery that 
although the chicks may form in them all 
right enough they rarely ever live to come 
out of the shell. At pipping time, when the 
chick begins turning, the tough, shrunken 
lining clings hard. The shell may ve briitie 
enough to part for one or two pippings, but 
the skin garment sticks—the poor chick 
rolls out a wrinkled, discolored bal’. and 
dies whether or not he is helped out.

Hollow Castings Out 
of Sand, Wire 
and Sticks. 


NE HUNDRED AND SEVENTY- 
FIVE men and thirty-five boys work 
every day in the city of St. Louis 


at the trade of coremaking, a skiiled work 
of which the world outside the foundries of 
St. Louis know little or nothing. 

Did you ever wonder how the ol4-fash- 
foned iron tea kettle was made? It is mold- 
ed, but how? It could not be molded in a 
Metal mould, for the molten metal would 
cling to any other metal with which it 
came in contact. To illustrate the manner 
in which an iron tea kettle is made is to 
Bive a very good idea of what the 210 
molders of St. Louis do every day. 

The tea kettle is molded in sand. The 
coremaker first takes a wooden mold made 
by the pattern maker. This wooden mold 
is made in the shape of a teakettle. The 
coremaker fills it with wet sand mixed 
With flour to make it hold together. He 
Tams this down in the mold until it is hard 
and can be taken out without breaking. It 1s 
@ S0lid sand teakeitle, and goes to an oven, 
Where it is baked. Meanwhile the core- 
Maker has placed sand in another mold 
Which is to cover the sand teaketile, leav- 
ing a narrow opening between them. In this 
Opening the molten iron runs. When it 
hardens the sand on the outside is cleaned 
away and the sand cake on the inside 
broken up And the sand let out, leaving the 
fron kettle. 


All the castings made in 
Molded in sand in this way. 
in the St. Louis foundries is a mixture of 
river sand and a Clay-mixed sand which 
comes from Glasgow, Missouri. The clay m 
the Glasgow sand makes the core hang to- 
Sether. When the core is big enough the 
coremaker puts iron strips and hooks in it. 
They give it strength. 

Not all cores, of course, are made for in- 
Seriors, or that is to make hollow interiors 
in castings. Many of them are flat. A fur- 
nace door, for instance. is a casting. lit is 
Mat. It was made in a core made of sand 
upon the ground. 

There are tricks jn all trades and there 
@re tricks in this. \y ears of careful appren- 
ticeship are hecessary to skill in coremak- 
ing. in former days every molder made his 
Own cores, but the Industry has grown to 
S6ch proportions now that the coremakers 
Go nothing but make cores, They must 
know how to make a core that will not 
break when the molten metal! is poured in 
upon it. They must provide little holes 
through which the air can escape. They 
must know the strength of the sand 
mixtures, and must make everything ex- 
act. It isa slow and tedious work requir- 
ing patience and steady nerves. It is a say- 
ing with the coremakers that a drunken 
coremaker can do as good work as a ner- 
yous coremaker. 

The coremakers of St. Louls have an cr- 
@anization with 17% members. The organi- 
sation was perfected in 184 with 18 mem- 
bers. There were at that time about ninety 
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men and twenty-five boys working at core- 
making in St. Louls. Bome of them were 
paid as little as $125 a day, and the best 
paid made 82.235. Now the journeymen core- 
makers do not make less than $2.00 a day. 
Less than 3 per cent of them have been idie 
through the past winter. Their national or- 
Sanization has 16,000 members. 
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The Coremakers’ International Union ts 
affiliated with the American Federation of 
Labor.

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A BROOKLYN BABY 
HAS FORTY MOTHERS 


NEW YORK, March 16.

HEY christened her Alice St. John 
T in the Old Ladies’ Home in Prook- 
lyn after much discussion, and the 
mame, besides being pretty, fits as well 
as any other It is not an easy matter to 
find a name for a baby who has forty 
mothers. This baby’s mothers are nearly 
all upward of eighty years old, and they 
all have very positive ideas about names 
and christenings and good-luck charins. 

Alice 8t. John is the baby who was left 
on the doorstep of the Episcopal Church 
Home for Old Ladies tn Brooklyn. There 
fe a foundling asylum a block away, and 
the persons who deserted the baby probably 
intended to leave her there, but mistook the 
door. 

Ite cries were heard and the foundling 
was brought in by Sister Alice. She car- 
ried the baby into the parlor, and in two 
minutes the home was in a pleasant cum- 
motion, such as the oldest resident could 
not remember. 

‘This is our baby. The home will adopt 
it," said the forty old ladies in chorus, 
as they crowded around. 

‘The sisters held a consultation. For years 
Sister Irene had been saying that she hoped 
some day just such a baby would be left 
at the home, so that they might adopt It. 
This clearly seemed a dispensation of Prov- 
idence. Sister Irene gave her voice for 
keeping the baby, and so did all of the other 
sisters. 

But Sister Alice decided that as a mat- 
ter of form the police should be notified 

Within fifteen minutes a nig, good-na- 
tured officer came over from the police 
station and said of course that he would 
take the baby right away. 

“Who said anything about sending It 


away?” shouted the~-exaited old ladies. 

The sisters explained. 

The officer said that he would carry the 
baby off until] the morning, and then the 
sisters could formally sign papers and 
agree to care for the mite. 

So the babv stayed at the home and the 
next morning Sister Alice went over to 
the station and signed @ paper which gives 
to the Old Ladies’ Home as much of a 
title deed to the baby as there is to be 
had. Alice St. John is now the ward of 
the forty old ladies and of the gentle- 
faced sisters In charge of the institution. 
In fscme respects she is certainly one of 
the luckiest, as she is one of the moat loved 
and petted babies in the United States. 

She was christened Alice St. John w'th 
great ceremony by Dr. Bunn. rector of 
the home chapel. The name Alice was 
given her from the sister who found her 
on the doorstep, and who stood godmther. 
St. John is the name of the chapel.

FTER more than thirty years the 
A wealth of Levi Riseling returns to his 
lawful heirs. Separated from his 
wife and one of his children for more than 
three decades, his first wife dead and two 
of his children provided for, he willed $490,- 
000 to two secret lodges at Joplin, Mo., 
where he died Jan 11, but the courts in- 
tervened and the money was awarded 
to his relatives. 

Years ago Jacob Riseling was a cabinet 
and coffin maker and resided at the village 
of De Soto, six miles from Carbondale. 
He and his wife sepdrated and with her 
he left their children—two sons and one 
daughter. After a time Riseling sold out 
his business and moved to Baxter Springs, 
Kan. 

There, in 1868, he formed a mercantile 
partnership with Joseph Benoist, under the 
firm name of Benoist & Riseling. 

Baxter Springs was then a lively cat- 
tle town, the terminus of the Memphis 
road and the end of the Santa Fe cattle 
trail from Indian Territory to Texas. 

Riseling’s frm prospered from the start 
and in the summer of 1873 they removed 
their stock to Joplin, Mo., then a farm- 
ing town just getting an idea of the vast 
wealth of zinc and lead since discovered 
there, making it the center of one of the 
richest minera) sections in the world. Rise- 
ling purchased his partner's share of the 
business for $10,000, and from thai time on 
he was firmly identified with the history of 
Joplin. 

He purchased a great deal of land just 
outside of the city limits, and when the 
big rush came he disposed of much of it 
at considerable profit. The remainder he 
kept, and as the fast-growing city spread 
he saw it areatiy increase in values, and 
every Gay added to his wealth. Houses 
were erected on what were lately barren 
fields and Riseling came to be known as a 
rich man. Just how rich nobody knew, for 
he was very secretive about his affairs 
ané not until after his death could anybody 
form an estimate of his wealth. 

The board of appraisers appointed by the 
eourt decided at a conservative estimate 
that his estate was worth $490,000. 

For ten years he had not been engaged 
in active business. In the center of an 
eighty-acre tract on the west side of Jq- 
lin, near the city limits, he erected a 
costly brick mansion and there he enjoyed 
the rest to which he considered himself 
entitled. * 

Riseling’s first wife. from whom he sep- 
erated prior to 1870, died many years ago 
and he married Miss Mattie Hybarger of 
Cherokee County, Kan. They had four 
children, al) ltiving—Mrs. Lizzie Halyard, 
Mise Ines Riseling and William H. and 
Edward C Riseling

Young Riseling 
came to De Soto, I'l., when he was 19 
years of aga. In May, 1861, he married | 
Miss Marv Farner, just at the commence- 
ment of the civil war In August. 1862. he 
enlisted in the Seventy-third Ulinois Vol}- 
unteer Infantry, but was discharged three 
months later on account of vhysical disa- | 
bility. 

After Mr Riseling became wealthy he'| 
bought a big farm in Kansas, and at Jop- | 
lin he maintained a training track for his 
young horses. His Joplin house {s of 
ample dimensions and pleasing architect- 
ure. With its great brick stables and other 
outbuildings the estate resembles an Ei 
lish manor. It is now the property of Mrs.

Few 
men have filed as many important offices in the state of 
About all that I now to show for it is 
of retiring from office with no fortune.

The 
money he would have saved I have given away. I might 
almost say that it has been taken out of my pocket by 
the same hand that put it there—that of the public.

OWARD the end of winter everybody 
that lives tn the country, or visits 

It, enjoys to listen to those sounds in 
Nature which predict an early approach of 
epring. One of these welcome sounds is 
*he tinkling song of the horned lark, Oto- 
coris alpestris praticolea. It is a brown!sh 
bisa, a@ little larger than a sparrow, with a 
llow throat and a black shield on the 
ast. The black markings of the head, 
pecially the erectile tufts, make the bird 
easily recognizable. The back !s pinkish 
and grayish brown, the underparts white 
With pinkish, grayish sides: the tail is black 
and white. Originally a prairie bird. it has 
spread with the deforestation of the 
country over all cultivated land, has ac- 
commodated itself so much to the institu- 
tions of man that it is one of the best 
known birds of the farm. One of the rea- 
sone why it has hecome so familiar ts 
because it remains with us throughout the 
year and comes uider our eyes oftenest 
im winter when birle are few. Most of the 
#mall birds wintering with us retreat to the 
heavily timbered river bottoms or hide in 
fank growth along creeks and branches. 
where they are scidom noticed. With the 
horned lark it t« different: this hardy crea- 
ture seeks ho shelier save what it finds by 
squatting down in a furrow or behind a clod 
and under a tuft of on the wind- 
aug ind 


swept hillside, where it spends its days 
looking for seeds of grass and weeds and 
occasional insects. 

Except in nesting time it {is alwavs found 
in troops of from six to twer ty, sometimes 
in considerable flocks, numbering 60 and 
more birds. In October and November our 
own birds are joined by others from the 
north, where the species does not winter, 
being driven south more by the snow than 
by the cold ttself. They find acceptable 
winter quarters from northern Missourl 
southward for the good reason that our re- 
gion, though extremely cold at times, is re- 
markably free from snow, our snows be- 
ing either drifted by high winds, or, if 
heavy and evenly spread, do not lay long, 
but give way, at least in southern expos- 
ures, after a very few days During the 
hardest spells the brave little birds are 
sometimes forced to seek refuge In our 
barnyards or follow the droppings of the 
horses along country roads into the streets 
of villages and towns. 

Of all our smaller birds, the Horned Lark 
is the first to feel the impulse to proceed 
to the task of procreation, and soon after 
the middle of February, even in the face of 
the coldest spells, pairs begin to separate 
from the flocks and, appearing at their old 
breeding stations, look about for a suita- 
ble nesting site. It is at this time that their 
tinkling notes are heard and ithe birds are 
seen perched on a rail or fence post or 
walking on the ground, but never sitting 
onatree. In the latter half of March eggs 
are found in the nest on the ground, and 
incubation is going on in spite of rain and 
snow and cold, 


It {ts at this period that the male is not 
only oftenest heard, but it {s also seen to 
rise up from the ground, and, singing, go 
higher and higher until nearly out of sight 
for several minutes, when at liast it de- 


scends with great rapidity in an almost] 
straight line to the place from whence it 


rose, 
Besides this tinkling, ordinary twitter, 
we hear occasionally a finely modulated 
song which recalls that of the goldfinch., 
As early as the middle of April one may 
come across well-fledged young, following 
their parents over newly-plowed fields, 
walking, running, squatting, flying, but 


never hopping, like most other small birds | 
do, on the ground. A second brood iS) 


raised during May and June, and since the 


first broods are often destroyed by the | 
plow, or otherwise, young birds hardly able | 
to fly are found as late as the middle of | 


July. During all this time singing Is con- 
tinued, though not with the same intensity 
as in March and April, but most regularly 
at the dawn of day and just before night- 
fall. In August and September the species 
is very, very quiet, it being the time of 


retiring. About the middle of October the 
horned larks become conspicuous again, are 
often heard and seen, and are in a state of 
excitement, incident to migration and the 
passage of large numbers of their kind on 
their way from high northern latitudes to 
the southern states, where they spend the 
coldest monthe, but are among the very 
first birds to return home, reach'ng Wiscon- 
sin and Minnesota in March and British 
America carly in April.

Cesar, for instance, the greatest fighter 
of them all, the shrewdest statesman, the 
most absolute master of his own language, 
written or spoken, had red halr. 

Sulla, the Dictator, who rose to consider- 
able eminence in his own day, though he 
failed to perpetuate himself by writing any- 
thing that could be used as a textbook, as 
others of his countrymen were far-sighted 
cnough to do—was aiso of what Mr. Armour 
would term a “‘sandy’’ complexion. 

What more powerful mind ever impressed 
iself upon the British people than that of 
Cromwell, the Theodore Roosevelt of his 
time? Or whoever so dominated not l*rance 
ilone but the whole of Europe, as Na- 
poleon Bonaparte, perhaps the most power- 
ful personality that ever lived? Both these 


| giant men must be classed among the sun- 


dy-haired. 

But there are other ways of achieving 
greatness.

Ard this glory fell to the lot of 
Christopher Columbus, to whom few would

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SHAW'S GARDEN INCREASED FROM 15 TO 97 A

All the Land Ineluded in the Donor’s Bequest to Be Filled With 
Plants and Trees, According to a Plan Which, Within 
20 Years, Will Make the Missouri Botanical 
Garden the Finest in the World. 


IGHTY-TWO and three-fourths acres 
are being added to the Missouri Ho- 
tanical Garden. Fifteen acres are al- 

ready under 
what is known to the worid as Shaw's Gar- 
Gen. 

The land now being ptaced under cultiva- 
tion and planted with trees and flowers is a 
part of the original tract donated to the 
city by the will of Henry Shaw. 

It will require many years—perhaps 
to bring this addition to a state of beauty 
and supreme attractiveness, although 20,000 
young trees have been planted al- 
though extensive improvements for the 
mear future are planned. 

The entire scheme provides for the erec- 
tion of several large buildings, one of them 
at a cost of $75,000, and the gradual exten- 
sion and improvement of Shaw's 
until it shall surpass its present condition 
as far as it now does every other garden 
of its kind in the United States.

The fields awaiting American enterprise

The im- 
ports of Asia, Oceania, Africa and the 
American countries south of the United 
States amount to over two billion dollars 
every year.

“‘In September, 1889, when his will was 
probated, the provision he had made for the 
maintenance of the school was made pub- 
lic, and his further provision, that If the 
income from the property should ever fall 
short of $3500 per‘annum, the fustees of the 
garden should pay whatever was needed to 
bring it up to that amount. 

“In his,will provision was made that the 
director of the garden, or the one next to 
him in rank, should be professor in charge; 
or, if this was not feasible, that the pro- 
fessor in charge shall be appointed either 
by the nomination of the trustees of the 
garden and the approval of the corporation 
of the university, or else upon the nomina- 
ilon of the latter and the approval of the 
former. The trustees were empowered to 
add appliances for instruction whenever 
they thought it desirable and practicable. 

‘Under this provision I have acted as pro- 
fessor of the School of Botany as well as 
director of the garden. My chair in the 
university has been known as the George 
Engelman Professorship of Botany, in hon- 
or of the late Dr. Engelman of St. Louls, 
who was one of the best-known American 
botanists, and whose advice influenced Mr. 
Shaw in forming his plans for the future of 
the garden as an educational and scientific 
center

“Rach garden pupll must be required to 
lead a strictly upright and moral life. He 
must be courteous and willing tm the per- 
formance of all duttes prescribed for him, 
Hie must devote his entire time to the 
labor and study preseribed for hint. 

“Each garden pupil is paid for his ser- 
vices to the garden. The lack of money 
need not deter any young man from ob- 
taining such training as is contemplated. 
Each regularly appointed garden pupil! hold- 
ing a scholarship receives a salary amount- 
ing to $200 for the first year, $250 the sec- 
ond and 8300 after the second year. 

“The scholarship pupils are lodged free of 
cost in furnished rooms in a spacious 
dwelling adjoining the garden, under charge 
of an employe of the garden. Table board 
is not supplied. The lodge contains a read- 
ing room supplied with the more valuable 
horticultural and agricultura) papers, and 
aiso) a small but standard collection 
of books on the same subject, which the 
puplis have free use of, and under needful 
restrictions they are permitted to make 
reference use af the general library of the 
garden. 

“As far as pdleinte. the surroundings of 
the pupils are made homelike, and, without 
assuming any responsibility for their be- 
havior, an effort fs made to subject them 
to influences ‘calculated to insure for them 
gentlemanly manners and habits of in- 
dustry and investigation. 

‘In order to have an opportunity to be- 
dome instructed in the theoretical part of 
their profession, and subjects connected 
therewith, the pupils|are not required to do 
manual work in the jgarden for more than 
five hours per day after the first year, de- 
voting the remainder of their time to the 
study of horticulture, forestry, botany and 
entomology, under direction of the director 
of the gaggen, and for this purpose they are 
srarmied #Fee tuition in the Scheol of Botany 
of Washington University. They also re- 
ceive practical instructions in surveying 
and bookkeeping, as fat as knowledge of 
these subjects is held to be necessary for 
a practical gardener charged with the man- 
agement of an estate of moderate propor- 
tions. 

“At the expiration of four years the 
pupil who is recommended as proficient 
Shall be entitled to @¢xamination in the 
subjects prescribed for study. and on 

passing such examination to the satisfac- 
tion of the committee and the director, 
shall receive a certificate of proficiency in 
the theory and practice of gardening. 

“Formal applications are made to the 
trustees of the garden by persons who are 
not able to secure scholarships. 

“In November, 1864, the trustees author- 
ized the director of the garden to admit, 
in addition to the six scholarships, Hmited 
number of suitably prepared garden pupils, 
who would pay a nominal tuition, and who 
would be allowed the same privileges as 
those holding scholarships. 

“In accordance with Mr. Shaw's will, 
public lectures are given on botany, and 
special classes has been fermed for the 
special needs of those who were not in 
attendance at the university, and students 
who come to the university to complete 
some subjects of research work, or to 
continue the more advance. studies in 
botany. 

“While the number of graduates who 
have taken the doctor's degree is not large, 
their work has been thorough and of the 
best quality, and the instructors in the 
School of Botany have performed a large 
amount of creditable research work, the re- 
sults of which have been arranged in 
18 volumes on scientific botany. 
search work is a part of the duties of those 
connected with the School of Botany. 

“Ten graduates have been awarded cer- 
tificates under the pravisions of Mr. Shaw's 
will. Some are now) holding positions as 
gardeners of private estates. One is now 

with one of the biggest horticultural estab- 
lishments in Chicago. Some are landscape 
gardeners. Others have gone into researca 
and instructive posit! in colleges, — 

“Of late years there has always been one 
or two paying puplls| in addition to those 
holding scholarships.| There ts no bar to
